Tariff Revision of Class Rates Will 
Be Filed 


Boston. Nov. 15.—A joint hearing be- 


fore [he Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and (he several state commissions 
of New England will open in Boston 
on Wednesday, Nov. 21, at 10 o'clock In 
tho forenoon upon th~e applications of 
the Boston & Maine railroad and other 
carriers of New England for authority 
to-file.tarlffs providing for Increases In 
both -their'passenger and freight rates.; 
These applications have been filed in 
accordance with a Federal statute re- 
cently enacted. 


The applications of both I he Boston 


& Maine railroad and tlin Maine Cen- 
tral railroad, if allowed, will authorize 
these carriers to flic tariffs making a, 
revision of their present- class rates, It 
being proposed to place in effect the 
scale of, class rates prescribed last July 
by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion for carriers in the Central Freight 
Association territory, plus an Increase 
of 16 per cent.
